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CONTINUATION 

1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the 
application in condition for allowance. The applicant's specification fails to provide a 
clear definition of the terms "photochromic", "photochemically stable" and 
"photochemically sensitive" and what is meant to be the difference between such terms. 
The term "photochemically stable" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear how the 
azodye is "photochemically stable" when it does react with light in order to define the 
absorption axis (photoalignable). Since the specification is unclear as to the definition 
of these terms, it is not possible for those of ordinary skill in the art to clearly recognize 
when such a term was used erroneously, as argued by the applicant. 

2. The applicant also argues the definition of such terms, specifically the difference 
between "photochemically stable" and "photochemically sensitive" in order overcome 
the prior art of record. In support of such an argument the applicant includes figures of 
photochemically stable and photochemically sensitive substances. However no such 
structures appear anywhere in the applicant's specification. The applicant additionally 
argues that those of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate that a photochemical 
stable azodye is an azodye that does not undergo molecular or structural changes on 
exposure to light. The examiner however has been unable to locate such a definition in 
the applicant's specification or in the related prior art and therefore requests that the 
applicant provide some related art in support of this definition.
